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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

From  the  contents  of  this  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
tremendous  amount  of  important  work  still  to  be  done  by  this  Depart- 
ment. I have  stressed  in  previous  years  that  the  great  aim  of  a Public 
Health  Department  is  the  prevention  of  disease  rather  than  the  cure 
and  because  of  this  the  work  carried  out  in  Preventive  Medicine  is  but 
rarely  glaring  in  the  public  eye;  never  spectacular  though  such  things 
as  serious  epidemics  can  be  very  dramatic;  and  rarely  is  there  anything 
to  be  shewn  in  a concrete  form  for  the  work  done. 

It  had  been  thought  somewhat  recently  that  the  work  of  a District 
Medical  Officer  as  such  was  no  longer  of  any  importance  and  that  the 
days  of  such  an  officer  were  numbered;  but  this  is  not  so.  I quote  a 
passage  from  the  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  year  ended 
the  31st  of  March,  1950.  This  states  : — 

“The  appointment  of  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  do 
part-time  work  for  the  County  Council  has  much  to  recommend  it. 
It  enables  them  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  population  of  their  areas  at 
all  ages,  and  forms  a valuable  link  with  County  Medical  Officers. 
Where  such  joint  appointments  are  made,  it  should  not  be  forgotten 
that  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  District  Medical  Officer  is  to 
his  local  sanitary  authority,  because  there  is  a statutory  obligation  on 
all  those  authorities  to  appoint  Medical  Officers  of  Health  whose 
duties  to  them  are  laid  down  by  statute.  Too  much  emphasis  on 
county  work  might  lead  to  delay  and  confusion  in  dealing  with  out- 
breaks of  infectious  disease.” 

I cannot  help  making  a few  apt  quotations  of  the  reports  of  past 
Chief  Medical  Officers  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Sir  George  Newman 
wrote  in  1926  : “The  first  duty  of  Medicine  is  not  to  cure  disease  but  to 
prevent  it.”  The  present  Chief  Medical  Officer  in  his  latest  report  says: 
“It  is  for  the  Practitioners  of  preventive  medicine  to  realise  the  magni- 
tude of  the  tasks  still  left  to  them.  Recent  changes  have  in  no  way 
reduced  the  need  for  the  preventive  health  services,  and  may  even  have 
made  for  greater  efficiency  in  them.  To  us  perhaps  more  than  to  most 
men,  apply  the  words  of  Bryce — upon  these  citizens  comes  with  special 
force  the  call  to  translate  into  reality  that  noble  ideal  of  an  educated 
democracy.” 
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Dr.  H.  F.  Green  writing  last  year  in  the  Lancet  said  “the  medical 
officer  of  health  should  be  the  friend  and  confidant  of  the  general 
practitioners  and  act  as  adviser  to  his  public  both  individually  and 
collectively.  He  should  therefore  possess  much  clinical  knowledge  and 
skill,  and  a detailed  understanding  of  the  physical,  social  and  mental 
environment  of  the  population  which  he  serves,  being  a mine  of  informa- 
tion on  related  subjects.” 

These  are  the  very  things  which  I have  tried  to  carry  out  and  instil 
into  the  minds  of  those  with  whom  I have  come  into  contact,  not  only 
recently  since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  1946  Act,  but  long  previous 
to  that.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

It  is  rather  surprising  that  the  estimated  population  (Registrar- 
General)  for  the  year  under  review  is  actually  160  less  than  for  the  year 
1950.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  gone  up  by  164.  The 
demand  for  houses  is  unabated  and  the  list  for  Council  Houses  is 
still  huge. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases  there  was  an  increase  in 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  In  accordance  with  the  modern  trend 
of  treatments  of  infectious  diseaes  most  of  these  cases  are  now  dealt 
with  at  home.  Only  the  most  serious  cases  such  as  Meningitis,  Polio- 
myelitis, Enteric  and  the  most  serious  individual  cases  of  the  ordinary 
infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  hospital,  always  allowing,  of  course, 
for  domicilary  circumstances.  There  was  an  unfortunate  outbreak  of 
tuberculosis  localised  to  one  particular  district;  these  outbreaks  of 
tuberculosis  are  always  disturbing. 

There  are  in  my  view  still  very  many  unsafe  roads  in  the  area  or 
parts  of  roads  which  are  unsafe  and  some  of  these  are  on  our  main 
highway. 

So  far  nothing  has  been  done  officially  about  getting  privately 
slaughtered  pigs  examined  by  our  Sanitary  Inspectors  after  killing. 
I have  mentioned  this  on  very  many  previous  occasions. 

Nor  has  anything  been  done  to  safeguard  the  public  in  the  matter 
of  ensuring  the  cleanliness  of  utensils  such  as  crockery,  glass  and  cutlery 
used  in  public  places  where  food  and  drink  are  sold  and  consumed. 

The  old  nuisances  such  as  the  grit  from  the  old  South  Wales  Power 
Electricity  Station  is  still  present,  while  one  or  two  new  nuisances  have 
appeared  in  the  Trading  Estate. 

The  general  state  of  cleanliness  of  our  roads  is  no  better,  than 
last  year.

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Laboratory  Services 

All  Laboratory  Examinations  necessary  for  the  Public  Health 
Services  are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 

These  are  : — 

(a)  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examinations  in  relation  to 
the  control  of  Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases  in 
general. 

(h)  Bacteriological  and/or  Chemical  examinations  of: — 

1.  Milk. 

2.  Drinking  Water. 

3.  Sewage. 

(r)  Any  other  examinations  which  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
such  as  examinations  of  foodstuffs  other  than  milk. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  ambulance  service  is  now  under  the  County  Council.  For 
this  area  the  main  station  is  at  T reforest  : Telephone  No.:  Taft's  Well 
21 1.  Sub-Stations  are  at  Tonyrefail,  Gilfach  Goch  and  Llantrisant. 

In  case  of  accident  or  emergency,  a local  ambulance  can  be 
procured;  otherwise  the  Treforest  Station  must  be  communicated 
with.  The  ambulance  officer  is  Mr.  G.  E.  Austin. 


Hospitals 

The  Hospitals  which  accommodate  patients  from  the  area  arc;- 
(a)  General 

(1)  Church  Village  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Llwynypia  Hospital. 

(3)  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary.

(6)  Subsidiary  Hospitals,  such  as  Pontypridd  Cottage  Hospital. 
(/>)  Infectious  Disease 

Generally  patients  are  sent  to  Tyntyla  Hospital,  I’entre,  Rhondda 
and  to  the  Cardiff  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

(r)  Mental  Hospitals 

Usually  Bridgend  and  Whitchurch. 

All  these  hospitals  are  now  under  the  control  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 
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Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases 

These  duties  are  still  carried  out  under  this  Authority,  but  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  this  area  must  be  notified  within  48 
hours  of  all  notifiable  diseases  occurring  in  this  district  for  which  a fee  is 
paid  by  the  County  Council. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  872  compared 
with  488  for  1950.  This  was  considerably  higher  than  the  previous 
year;  the  great  increase  being  due  to  measles.  Also  there  was  a 
considerable  increase  in  Whooping  Cough. 


Sonne  Dysentery 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 


Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  36  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified;  17  from  the 
Tonyrefail  district,  2 from  Gilfach  Goch,  14  from  Llantrisant  and  3 
from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  areas. 


Diphtheria 

There  was  one  case  in  Tonyrefail.  This  is  in  striking  contract  to 
the  number  of  cases  we  have  had  in  the  past,  when  during  periods  of 
epidemic  we  had  over  100  cases  during  the  year.  Undoubtedly  this 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  immunization,  but  immunization 
must  be  kept  up  before  a general  immunity  from  Diphtheria  can  occur. 
If  once  the  percentage  of  immunization  of  children  goes  below  a 
certain  point  there  is  always  a danger  of  an  epidemic  occurring. 


Erysipelas 

There  were  two  cases  notified;  One  case  in  the  Tonyrefail  Ward 
and  one  case  in  the  Gilfach  Goch  Ward. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

There  were  two  cases  notified  : one  female  in  the  Llantwit  Fardre 
Ward  and  one  male  in  the  Gilfach  Goch  Ward. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  139  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  : 84  from  the 
Tonyrefail  Ward,  30  from  the  Gilfach  Ward;  20  from  the  Town  Ward 
and  five  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  Ward. 
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Pneumonia 

There  were  eleven  cases  notified:  8 from  the  Tonyrefail  Ward  and 
three  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  Ward. 


Measles 

There  were  646  cases  of  Measles  notified  : 357  from  the  Ton- 
yrefail Ward,  182  from  the  Gilfach  Ward,  104  from  the  Town  Ward 
and  three  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  Ward. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 


Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  two  cases  notified  : one  from  the  Tonyrefail  Ward 
anil  one  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  Ward.  These  cases  were  paralytic. 


Acute  Encephalitis 

There  were  two  cases  notified:  both  from  the  Tonyrefail  Ward. 


Cerebro-spinal  Fever 

There  were  three  cases  notified  : one  from  the  Town  Ward,  one 
from  the  Gilfach  Goch  Ward  and  one  from  the  Tonyrefail  Ward  which 
on  investigation  proveil  to  be  Acute  Encephalitis. 

CANCER

(«)  Close  and  continuous  contact  with  an  “open”  case. 

{b)  Deficient  Housing,  which  is  closely  allied  to  (a),  and 
(c)  Diet,  which  is  closely  related  to  the  wage  earning  capacity, 
also  to  the  problem  of  clean  milk;  and  also  to  the  habits  of 
the  people. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Surveyor  to 
the  Council  : — 

Taf  Fechan  Water  Supply 

The  Parish  of  Llantwit  Fardre  is  supplied  from  this  source  and 
also  the  following  districts  within  the  parish  of  Llantrisant,  viz.  : 
Llantrisant  Town,  Penycoedcae,  Beddau,  Cross  Inn  Road,  Mwyndy 
and  Groesfaen. 

An  ample  supply  is  available  from  this  source  and  in  addition  to 
the  districts  normally  supplied,  the  following  districts  are  also  supplied 
during  long  periods  of  dry  weather,  when  the  supply  from  the  Council’s 
own  water  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  namely,  part  of 
Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler,  Miskin,  Cross  Inn 
and  Rhiwsaeson. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source  by  the  Water 
Board  and  action  is  also  taken,  at  source,  to  counteract  the  action  of  the 
water  on  lead. 

The  Council  used  to  insist  that  all  service  pipes  were  to  be  either 
iron  or  lead  with  tin  lining,  in  order  to  counteract  the  plumbo-solvency 
of  the  various  supplies,  and  for  the  last  20  years  or  so  the  Council  has 
insisted  on  all  service  pipes  being  of  copper.  The  majority  of  the  old 
service  pipes  being  tin-lined  lead  or  iron  have  now  been  replaced  with 
copper  piping,  and  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  of  supplies  from  the 
various  sources  by  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water.  Periodical 
bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  and  the  results  are  found  to 
be  very  satisfactory. 

Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  Supply 

The  districts  of  Trebanog,  Edmondestown,  Penrhiwfer,  part  of 
Gilfach  Goch  and  higher  parts  of  Tonyrefail  are  supplied  from  this 
source. 

During  the  long  spells  of  dry  weather  when  the  supply  from  the 
Council’s  own  sources  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  extra 
supply  has  to  be  taken  from  this  source  to  provide  for  additional  districts 
in  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
the  past  in  providing  a sufficient  supply  to  meet  the  extra  consumption 
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when  additional  areas  are  supplied,  owing  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the 
Board’s  main  supplying  storage  reservoir  from  which  the  Council 
obtains  the  supply.  It  has  been  found  necessary,  therefore,  to  give  an 
intermittent  supply  to  certain  parts  of  the  district  supplied  from  this 
source  on  occasions  when  the  consumption  had  been  approximately 
50,000  gallons  per  day  above  the  normal. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source,  also  treated  to 
counteract  its  plumbo-solvent  action.  No  lead  piping  is  allowed, 
however,  all  services  are  either  copper,  tin-lined  iron  or  few  tin-lined 
lead. 
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Llanilid  Supply 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  upland  gathering 
ground.  The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacterio- 
logical analysis  of  the  water  are  made  and  results  are  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  following  districts  are  normally  supplied  from  this  source  : 
major  parts  of  Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler, 
Miskin  and  Pantyqucsta.  During  periods  of  long  dry  spells  the  supply 
from  this  source  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and  parts  of  the 
district  normally  supplied  are  fed  from  Taf  Fechan  Supply,  thus  a 
constant  supply  is  maintained. 

All  services  pipes  are  of  copper  with  the  exception  of  a few  tin-lined 
iron  and  tin-lined  lead,  which  were  in  existence  prior  to  the  introduction 
of  copper  piping  in  the  district.  The  risk  of  contamination  of  the  water 
by  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water  is  therefore  eliminated. 

Maendy  Supply 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  serves  a part  of  Gilfach 
Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is  augmented  by 
the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  and  a constant  supply 
is  maintained. 

Tydu  Supply 

Obtained  from  springs  and  augmented  during  periods  of  drought 
by  the  Llanilid  or  Taf  Fechan  supplies.  The  number  of  houses 
supplied  is  ten.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacterio- 
logical analysis  shows  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is  good. 

The  water  is  fairly  hard  so  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  by 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

Cross  Inn  Supply 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  is  augmented  during 
1 ong  periods  of  dry  weather  by  the  Taf  Fechan  supply.  The  districts 
served  are  the  villages  of  Cross  Inn  and  Rhiwsaeson,  comprising 
approximately  60  houses.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  but  bacterio- 
logical analysis  show  that  the  quality  is  satisfactory. 
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^ Fair  View  (Gilfach  Goch)  Supply 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  feeds  the  northern  part  of 
Gilfach  Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is 
augmented  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board. 
The  water  is  not  chlorinated  nor  filtered. 


The  Number  of  Houses  Supplied  with  Water 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district,  including  isolated  farms, 
is  approximately  6,618. 

Number  of  dwelling  houses  without  a piped  supply  from  the  main  is 
approximately  53. 

The  approximate  number  of  farms  without  a piped  supply  of  water 
is  65,  practically  all  of  which  are  in  isolated  positions  and  considerable 
distances  from  existing  mains. 

Percentage  of  houses  without  a piped  supply  is  approximately 
0.81  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  the  district,  including  isolated 
farms. 

The  estimated  present  population  of  the  district  is  25,440  and  it  is 
estimated  that  99.1  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  supplied  by  water 
direct  from  the  main.

REPORT  OF 

SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  W.  R.  WILLIAMS 
FOR  YEAR  1951 


Housing 

In  contrast  to  the  good  progress  made  by  the  Council  in  providing 
new  houses  there  has  been  a steady  deterioration  in  the  condition  of 
many  of  the  older  houses  owned  by  private  persons.  Repair  and 
maintenance  costs  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  many  private 
owners  of  limited  means  now  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  keep  their 
property  in  anything  like  a reasonable  state  of  repair,  particularly  when, 
as  in  many  cases,  the  houses  are  let  at  very  low  controlled  rents  which 
bear  no  relation  to  present  maintenance  costs.  In  some  instances 
the  owners  are  ordinary  working-class  people  and  in  such  cases  where 
their  financial  resources  are  insufficient  to  keep  the  houses  fit  for 
habitation,  it  is  unfortuntate  that  greater  use  has  not  been  made  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  which  enables  Local  Authorities 
to  provide  financial  assistance  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of 
houses. 
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With  such  assistance  some  of  these  houses  could  he  kept  fit  for  * 
habitation  for  several  years  and  help  to  relieve  the  situation  during  the 
existing  acute  shortage  of  accommodation. 

During  the  year  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  in 
respect  of  one  old  cottage  which  was  considered  to  be  unfit  for  habitation 
and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost.  After  consultation 
with  a representative  of  the  owners  an  undertaking  was  accepted  that 
the  house  would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Another  year  has  gone  by  but  the  village  of  Cross  Inn  is  still 
without  adequate  facilities  for  the  treatment  and  disposal  of  sewage  and 
open  gutters  still  convey  crude  sewage  to  pollute  the  River  Clun. 
Fortunately,  the  pollution  does  not  appear  to  have  caused  any  trouble  so 
far,  but  if  a typhoid  “carrier”  ever  comes  to  live  at  Cross  Inn  the 
consequences  could  be  very  serious  for  those  who  bathe  in  the  river 
below  the  points  at  which  the  sewage  enters. 

The  proper  treatment  and  disposal  of  foul  drainage  from  any  size- 
able group  of  dwellings  is  usually  considered  to  be  a matter  of  prime 
importance,  and  this  fact  appears  to  have  been  given  due  consideration  in 
the  past  when  other  villages  in  the  area  such  as  Pencoedcae,  Efail  Isaf 
and  Croesfaen  were  sewered  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  ago. 
Apparently,  however,  in  this  respect  Cross  Inn  is  a “forgotten  village”, 
where  open  sewer  gutters  are  a potential  source  of  danger  to  the  health 
of  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity  and  to  those  who  bathe  in  the 
polluted  river. 

Such  conditions  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue  any  longer, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  provision  of  a suitable  disposal  plant  for 
the  village  will  be  given  high  priority. 

Another  matter  causing  concern  is  the  increasing  number  of  houses 
being  built  with  drains  connected  to  cesspools.  These  houses  have 
modern  scullery  equipment,  wash-up  sinks,  water  closets,  baths  and  an 
unlimited  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  mains,  i.e.,  conditions 
which  give  rise  to  a large  volume  of  waste  water  and  drainage.  Under 
such  conditions  a cesspool  is  not  satisfactory,  and  cannot  be  regarded 
as  an  adequate  substitute  for  a sewer  with  a proper  outfall.  Wherever 
possible  suitable  sewerage  schemes  should  be  provided  in  the  areas  in 
which  these  houses  are  being  built.  The  position  needs  watching  very 
carefully  in  order  to  avoid  having  an  excessive  number  of  cesspools  in  a 
district  which  is,  in  the  main,  well  sewered. 

Rodent  Control 

Sewers  in  the  District  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  at 
approximately  six-monthly  intervals  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
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dations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  refuse  tips  and 
other  surface  properties  belonging  to  the  Council  were  baited  periodi- 
cally as  required.  As  in  previous  years  private  dwellings  were  treated 
free  of  charge,  but  where  business  premises  were  done  the  cost  was 
charged  to  the  occupiers.  The  method  of  pre-baiting  followed  by 
poisoning  was  followed,  the  bait  base  and  poison  being  changed  after 
each  treatment. 


Experience  has  shown  that  certain  sections  of  the  sewers  have  been 
consistently  free  of  rats,  and  in  these  cases  test  baiting  only  was  carried 
out. 


Pollution  of  Rivers 

It  has  at  times  been  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  Rivers  Tail  and  Ely,  both  of  which  are  heavily  polluted  with  colliery 
wastes. 

The  task  of  freeing  the  Taff  from  polluting  matter  would  be  a 
major  operation  and  would  probably  take  a considerable  time  because  of 
its  length  and  numerous  sources  of  pollution.  But  the  cleansing  of  the 
Ely  should  be  comparatively  simple  as  almost  the  whole  of  the  pollution 
comes  from  one  colliery  and  if  the  effluent  from  this  colliery  could 
effectively  be  dealt  with  the  river  water  would  again  become  crystal 
clear  as  it  was  in  former  years. 

During  the  year  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Glamorgan  River  Board  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Board  will  be  able  to 
take  early  and  effective  action  and  restore  the  river  to  its  former  purity. 


Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  collection  in  the  area  is  now  done  entirely  by  direct  labour. 
Properly  covered  vehicles  are  usually  used  but  occasionally  open  lorries 
have  to  be  brought  into  service  and  sometimes  cause  some  nuisance  in 
the  streets  when  travelling  fully  laden  during  strong  winds.  The 
provision  of  temporary  covers  which  could  quickly  be  fitted  to  these  open 
lorries  would  do  much  to  minimise  the  nuisance. 

The  system  of  collecting  refuse  in  properly  covered  vehicles  by 
direct  labour  is  a tremendous  improvement  over  the  old  method 
collection  by  private  contractors  and  now  that  it  is  working  smoothly  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  continue  to  effect  a further  improve- 
ment by  adopting  a scheme  for  providing  and  maintaining  domestic 
dust-bins  for  all  houses  in  the  district. 

* At  one  time  bins  were  provided  for  Council  houses  but  the  practice 
was  discontinued  some  years  ago,  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  should  now 
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be  re-introduced  and  extended  to  cover  all  houses  in  the  district. 
Bins  of  a standard  size  and  shape  would  be  more  convenient  for  the 
refuse  collectors  to  handle  and  would  certainly  be  a great  improvement 
on  the  old  buckets,  baths,  oil-drums  and  other  receptacles  of  all  sizes, 
shapes  and  stages  of  dilapidation  now  being  used.  The  cost  could  be 
covered  by  including  an  item  in  the  rates  or  by  a fixed  annual  charge 
upon  each  house. 


Milk  Supplies 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  several  children  in  the  Beddau 
area  were  reported  to  be  suffering  from  a tuberculous  infection  of  the 
glands,  and  investigations  appeared  to  indicate  the  milk  from  one  farm 
as  the  source  of  infection,  but  clinical  examination  of  the  animals  in  the 
herd,  and  bacteriological  and  biological  tests  of  the  milk  gave  negative 
results  and  failed  to  implicate  any  of  the  animals  in  the  herd  at  that  time. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  milk  from  the  farm  to  be  pas- 
teurised while  the  investigations  were  being  carried  out  and  until  the 
Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
certified  that  the  herd  was  free  from  infection. 

During  the  year  69  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination: 
29  of  the  samples  were  of  ungraded  milk  and  40  were  pasteurised.  One 
ungraded  sample  and  one  pasteurised  sample  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 


Ice  Cream  Supplies 

Of  32  samples  of  ice-cream  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
The  retailers  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  interviewed  and  as  a 
result  one  of  them  decided  to  discontinue  to  sell  ice-cream. 


Water  Supplies 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination  during  the 
year.  Three  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  One  of  the  unsatisfac- 
tory samples  was  from  a small  installation  belonging  to  the  Council. 
Contamination  was  probably  due  to  heavy  manuring  of  agricultural 
land  near  the  springs  from  which  the  supply  is  taken.  This  supply  was 
discontinued  while  the  storage  tank  was  being  cleansed  and  until  further 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

The  other  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  private  sources,  and 
steps  were  taken  to  effect  an  improvement.  In  one  of  these  cases  a 
piped  supply  has  since  been  laid  on  from  the  Council’s  main.

# 


Action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936 

Reports  were  submitted  to  the  Council  on  the  conditions  of  Nos. 
95,  97,  99  and  101,  High  Street,  Tonyrefail,  and  as  a result  it  was 
decided  to  initiate  the  procedure  required  preparatory  to  the  making  of 
Demolition  Orders.  The  Council’s  view  that  the  houses  were  unfit  for 
habitation  and  not  fit  for  repair  at  reasonable  cost  was  not  opposed  by 
the  owner  in  respect  of  95,  97  and  99,  High  Street,  Tonyrefail.  Sugges- 
tions as  for  the  repair  of  No.  101,  High  Street  were  put  forward  after 
further  meetings  at  the  premises  with  the  owner’s  solicitor  and  architect. 
The  owner’s  proposals  for  repair  were  not  agreed  to  and  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  all  the  houses. 

A recommendation  to  the  Council  for  the  making  of  a Closing 
Order  in  certain  rooms  in  Mountain  Cottage,  Edmondestown,  had  been 
made  during  the  previous  year  and  this  was  accepted  and  the  Closing 
Order  made.  The  tenants  removed  and  were  re-housed. 


Housing  Survey 

No  further  action  in  connection  with  the  Survey  was  undertaken 
during  the  year. 

Housing  Circumstances 

The  erection  of  the  large  number  of  Council  houses  since  the 
war  has  had  a marked  effect  upon  overcrowding,  but  as  houses  arc 
built  so  new  families  are  created  and  much  leeway  has  still  to  be  made 
up.  The  increasing  rents  have  become  a problem  to  many  families 
and  there  appears  to  be  a case  for  investigation  into  the  possibility  of 
providing  Council  houses  which  would  be  cheaper  to  build  and 
therefore  might  be  let  at  a lower  rent. 

A number  of  Council  houses  have  been  found  to  be  dirty  and 
generally  badly  kept  and  this  matter  constitutes  a problem  of  its 
own  to  which  attention  is  being  given  as  far  as  circumstances  permit. 

In  this  connection  it  is  considered  that  the  tenants’  handbook 
which  is  being  prepared  will  be  helpful,  indicating  the  duty  of  tenants 
to  maintain  a proper  standard  in  their  home  both  of  cleanliness  and  of 
general  care  of  fittings,  etc.,  but  such  a handbook  will  only  be  of  use  in 
conjunction  with  visits  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  It  should  be  made 
clear  that  such  visits  are  not  made  in  a punitive  spirit  but  in  order  to 
make  clear  to  the  erring  minority  what  is  expected  of  them  and  to 
assist  and  encourage  them  to  attain  the  requisite  standard. 

In  my  experience  a dirty  and  neglected  home  is  merely  one  sign  of 
an  unhappy  and  ill-adjusted  family  for  which  any  number  of  causes 
exist  including  ill-health. 
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It  is  in  fact  a social  problem  and  best  dealt  with  by  mutual  action  % 
with  other  social  workers  especially  health  visitors. 


Court  Proceedings 

Summonses  were  taken  out  against  owners  of  property  in  two 
cases  for  non-compliance  with  notices  served  under  the  Nuisance 
Sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In  one  case  there  was  an 
adjournment  of  twenty-eight  days  followed  by  the  making  of  an  order 
by  the  Court  for  the  execution  of  the  necessary  repairs  within  three 
months.  Subsequently  as  the  work  was  not  done  by  the  owner  it  was 
carried  out  by  the  Council.  In  the  other  case  there  was  an  adjournment 
of  three  months  and  the  outcome  is  not  yet  decided. 


Tents  and  Vans 

During  the  year  there  was  no  problem  from  caravan  dwellers 
either  of  gipsy  type  or  otherwise. 


Supervision  of  Milk  Supplies 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
I .aboratory  at  Cardiff  for  bacteriological  examination.  It  is  gratifying  to 
record  that  only  one  sample  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  table 
reproduced  below  indicates  the  grades  of  milk  sampled.

The  general  supply  is  now  largely  of  graded  milk  principally 
pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised)  and  relatively  little 
ungraded  or  “raw”  milk  is  sold.  Most  locally  produced  milk  is 
transported  to  commercial  dairies  for  pasteurization.  The  general 
milk  supply  was  not  implicated  in  any  occurrence  of  infectious  disease 
and  no  complaints  concerning  it  were  received. 

One  new  retail  dairy  of  approved  design  was  constructed  during 
the  year. 


Supervision  of  the  Production,  Storage  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream 

Close  attention  was  again  given  to  the  manufacture,  distribution 
and  sale  of  ice-cream  during  the  year.  Frequent  sampling  from  local 
sources  was  undertaken.  The  number  of  samples  taken  showed  an 
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^increase  over  the  previous  year  and  the  numbers  of  samples  and  the 
results  of  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  indicated 
below.

There  are  now  no  manufacturers  in  the  district  who  do  not  use  an 
approved  heat  treatment  plant.  Occasionally  use  is  made  of  proprietary 
complete  cold  mix  powder  by  one  manufacturerer  as  an  alternative  to 
the  heat  treatment  process,  but  this  is  fully  in  compliance  with  the 
ice-cream  regulations. 

A number  of  shopkeepers  applied  to  be  registered  for  the  storage 
and  retail  sale  of  ice-cream  and  when  the  premises  had  been  properly 
provided  with  a supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  other  washing 
facilities,  and  they  were  otherwise  hygienically  satisfactory,  their 
registration  was  recommended  and  subsequently  effected. 

Several  ice-cream  retailing  vans  belonging  to  persons  resident 
outside  the  district  were  found  retailing  within  the  district  and  not  being 
hygienically  satisfactory.  They  were  warned  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  comply  with  the  regulations.  The  general  hygienic  position  in 
regard  to  bacteriological  samples  shows  continued  improvement,  but 
constant  vigilance  is  necessary  to  insure  the  maintenance  of  a sufficiently 
high  standard  to  safeguard  the  public. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection  duties  were  performed  as  usual  and  a 
quantity  of  meat  and  other  foodstuffs  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  (see  list  below).  There  was  no  unusual  incident  in  this 
branch  of  work  during  the  year.

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Food  Shops 

Shops  in  which  food  is  stored  or  sold  are  required  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  to  be  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  other  facilities  for 
washing.  During  the  year  a number  of  such  premises  were  brought 
into  compliance  with  this  requirement  including  five  shops  not  pre- 
viously so  equipped  where  application  to  be  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  had  been  made.  A butcher’s  shop  was  also  caused  to  be 
properly  fitted  in  this  respect. 

Enforcement  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  presents  frequent 
difficulties  and  a good  deal  depends  upon  the  goodwill  and  common 
sense  of  the  shopkeeper.  It  can  be  recorded,  however,  that  steady 
progress  is  being  made  in  bringing  all  food  shops  into  full  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 


Food  Hygiene  Campaign 

Bye-laws  made  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  connection  with  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  in  connection 
with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for 
human  consumption  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Council  and 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  the  22nd  day  of  November  to 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  January,  1952.  The  Bye-laws  will 
enable  better  standards  of  food  handling  practice  to  be  enforced  than 
were  possible  previously  when  standards  were  hid  down  largely  in 
regard  to  premises  and  not  in  regard  to  actual  handling  by  those 
engaged  in  sale  and  transport  of  food.  Among  the  items  worthy  of 
note  are  the  prohibition  of  smoking  whilst  handling  wrapping  or 
delivering  any  food  which  is  not  pre-packed  and  also  the  prohibition 
of  the  use  of  wrapping  paper  which  is  liable  to  contaminate  the  food. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Discharge  of  Sewage  from  Llantrisant  Road,  Tonyrefaii. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  this  matter  in  previous  Annual 
Reports  particularly  in  that  relating  to  the  year  1949.  The  circum- 
stances remain  now  as  then  and  in  order  to  call  attention  to  this  matter 
again  the  relative  part  of  my  1949  report  is  reproduced  below. 

“It  is  regrettable  that  reference  to  the  unsatisfactory  method  of 
sewage  disposal  from  numbers  2-54,  Llantrisant  Road,  Tonyrefaii,  has 
again  to  be  made  in  this  Annual  Report  as  it  has  been  done  in  the 
reports  for  1947  and  1948.  The  sewer  serving  24  houses  runs  into 
shallow  brick  manholes  placed  in  a field  approximately  fifty  yards  from 
the  houses.  A proportion  only  of  the  solid  matter  is  retained  in  these 
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manholes,  the  rest  escaping  with  the  untreated  sewage  into  channels 
cut  in  the  ground  from  which  the  sewage  finds  its  way  into  the  Mychydd 
brook. 

Apart  from  nuisances  affecting  the  houses  of  Llantrisant  Road  due 
to  the  stench  of  unpurified  sewage  and  the  associated  fly-breeding 
with  the  possibility  of  the  conveyance  of  various  infectious  illnesses, 
gross  pollution  of  the  brook  is  caused.  In  addition,  complaints  have 
been  received  from  a local  farmer  who  grazes  cattle  on  this  land  that  the 
cattle  are  affected  by  drinking  sewage  polluted  water. 

Altogether  it  is  thoroughly  primitive  system  fraught  with  constant 
danger  to  the  public  health,  particularly  as  it  is  placed  close  to  a built-up 
area,  all  of  which  could  be  obviated  at  comparatively  little  expense  by 
the  construction  of  a small  automatic  sewage  treatment  plant.  It  is 
sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  for  the  system  to  be 
radically  improved.” 

Rodent  Control 

The  sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly  and  private  and  business 
premises  as  the  need  arises.  The  rat  population  appears  to  be  at  a 
satisfactory  low  level. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  with  the  exception  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  were  comparatively  few  and  mainly  not  of  a 
serious  nature.  One  death  of  a child  aged  two  years  and  eight  months 
from  Acute  Poliomyelitis  was  reported.  Investigation  failed  to  elicit 
any  possible  source  of  infection  and  no  further  case  among  contacts 
was  notified. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct' libour  and  appears  to 
operate  very  satisfactorily  in  the  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch  Wards. 
The  number  of  instances  of  private  householders  depositing  domestic 
refuse  on  open  ground  and  similar  places  appeared  to  be  somewhat  less 
than  in  previous  years,  but  this  practice  still  continues  on  a considerable 
scale,  and  it  would  be  of  advantage  if  the  Council  had  a Bye-law  in 
force  making  it  an  offence  to  deposit  refuse  and  rubbish  anywhere  but 
in  a receptacle  provided  for  the  purpose. 


Water  Supplies 

Eleven  Bacteriological  and  Ten  Chemical  Samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  various  sources  of  public  and  private  supplies  and  submitted 
for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  purity  of  the  public 
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supply  was  well  maintained  and  very  few  complaints  were  received. 
Such  complaints  as  were  received  were  usually  of  the  low  pressure  in 
the  domestic  supply.  A report  on  a representative  sample  of  the 
public  supply  is  reproduced  herewith  : —

INCIDENCE  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  IN  THE  BEDDAU  DISTRICT* 


Towards  the  beginning  of  the  year  I was  struck  and  somewhat 
perturbed  by  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  both  kinds  that  had 
recently  occurred  in  the  above  district  and  about  half  of  these  cases 
occurred  in  school  children.  In  view  of  this  1 informed  the  County 
School  Medical  Officer  and  got  into  touch  with  the  Area  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  Systematic  and  intense  investigation  were  now'  set  into  being. 
1 visited  the  schools,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  went  into  the  circumstance 
of  the  milk  supply  with  all  the  necessary  visiting  both  to  the  retailers 
and  local  farmers.  One  farm  was  under  suspicion  and  the  farmer 
agreed  to  certain  action  concerning  the  milk  supply  until  it  was  con- 
firmed one  way  or  the  other  whether  his  milk  was  implicated.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Veterinary  Surgeon  examined  the  whole  herd 
on  February  the  9th  and  found  nothing  wrong  with  them.  He  was  also 
up  there  on  the  2<Sth  of  March.  He  took  three  samples  of  milk  for 
examination,  one  each  from  two  cows  who  did  not  look  quite  up  to  the 
mark  and  one  from  the  rest  a bulk  sample.  Direct  microscopic 
examination  of  these  samples  showed  no  tuberculosis  organisms.  In 
the  meantime  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  also  taken  samples  of  the  milk 
which  showed  no  tubercular  bacilli.  Furthermore,  with  regard  to  the 
action  taken  in  the  particular  farm  already  mentioned  the  farmer 
agreed  to  stop  selling  milk  from  the  two  cows  already  under  suspicion 
anti  agreed  to  allow  the  rest  of  the  milk  to  be  pasteurized.  The  Ministry 
Veterinary  Surgeon  undertook  to  see  about  the  movements  of  the  cows 
and  so  on. 

In  the  meantime  it  was  decided  that  all  the  Beddau  Schools  children 
whose  parents  were  willing  to  co-operate  (and  this  co-operation  was 
almost  unanimous)  and  volunteers  from  the  staff  should  be  examined  in 
one  or  both  of  the  following  two  ways  : — 

(1)  Mass  Radiography. 

(2)  Skin  testing  by  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Those  children  who  showed  a negative  reaction  to  the  skin  testing 
and  whose  parents  agreed  were  treated  to  an  immunization  process 
with  B.C.G. 

The  outbreak  ceased  in  its  intensity  during  April,  1951.  A few 
cases  occurred  later  in  the  year  which  might  be  said  to  be  a normal 
expectation.
